Tue Supreme Court of the State of Ten- 
nessee yesterday rendered a decision declar- 
ing invalid and unconstitutional the act of 
April, 1881, whieh provided for the compro- 
mise of the State debt. Tennessee has been 
piling up its debt, now amounting, with past- 
due interest, to nearly $27,000,000, for the 
last fifty years. A score of attempts have 
been made to settle it on some other basis 
than its payment in lawful money. 
The money was .borrowed at 6 per 
cent, and the last Legisiature adopt- 
ed a plan of compromise at par and 3 
per cent interest, the coupons to be recelv- 
able in payment of taxes. A Funding Board 
was created under this bill, and the repudl- 
atory faction brought suit in an equity court 
to restrain the board from issuing the bonds 
thus authorized. Beaten in the lower court, 
the repudiators carried the matter to the Su- 
preme Bench, with the result as stated. Of 
the five members in the upper court, the 
Chief Justice and one Associate Justice dis- 
sent from the opinion rendered yesterday. 

— 

Some surprise is expressed by fhe state- 
ment by Mr. Gladstone that the reductions in 
the land rents of Ireland thus far made by 
the courts have been no more than 3g per 
cent, particularly When, on the one hand, 
the landlords are charging that they bave 
been deprived of one-half of their income, 
and on the other that this reduction does not 
equal the voluntary reductions made by land- 
lords in England. The statement of Mr. 
Gladstone is currect in one sense, as is the 
statement of the Irish landords in another 
sense, In certain parts of Ulster there were 
large estates where the rack-renting did net 
exist, on others the rents were moderate, 
and on others extremely high. On all lands 
where there was an absence of rack-renting 
the landlords and tenants readily agreed to 
accept leases on a moderate or nominal re- 
duction of rent; on other estates the reduc- 
tion decreed was from 10 to 15 per cunt; 
while on others the reductions enforced by 
the court have ranged from 80 to 60 per cent of 
the present rents. Mr. Gladstone spoke of the 
proceedings of the Land Court onlyin these 
districts, and, taking the whole of the reduc- 
tions thus far made, he averaged thew all at 
233¢ percent. In every case where there has 
been rack-renting the Commissioners have 
reduced the rent to almost the tenants’ own 
figures. The value of the Land bill to the 
tenants is, that with the lease they acquire a 
permanent right of possession, a property 
interest, which they never had before, and 
which nearly equais as a salable property 
the barren title to the fee of the land. It 
must be borne in mind that Gladstone was 
defending his bill befurea Chamber mainly 
composed of landlords or members under 
their control, and he was pleading in avoid- 
ance, and belittling the reductions as much as 
the figures would bear, to save him- 
self from landiord censure for the operation 
of his bill, Had he been addressing a House 
where tenants predominate, he could have 
pointed triumphantly te the immense re- 
ductions of rent decreed by the Land Courts 
on all the rack-rented estates on which they 
had acted. The bill was only intended to 
lower the rents on the overrented estates, 
but not on the estates where fair rents pre- 
valled. It was intended to put a stop to 
charging a tenant rent on his own iinprove- 
ments—on betterments he had put on the 
land and had nut been compensated therefor. 
It was intended to restore such Improvements 
to the rightful owner who had made them, 
and stop charging rent on them. In these 
respects the Land bill is accomplishing all 
that was claimed for it, and much more than 
the oppressive iandlords supposed. 
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During the discussion in the City Council 
on the ordinance authorizing the Controller 
to issue new bonds to take the place of the 
water bonds falling due next July there 
were some very loose statements made by 
some of the Aldermen on the general ques- 
tion of increasing the city debt by a new loan. 
These statements were but a repetition of 
those already made by the Mayor in his re- 
cent message and in several of his unofficial 
deliverances. 

To thé general public a few facts may be 
necessary to a clear understanding of the 
subject. 

The Constitution provides that no manici- 
pality in Lilinvis shali incur a debt the prin- 
cipal of which shall exceed 5 per cent of the 
valuation of taxable property in the city or 
county, this debt including that existing at 
the time of the adoption of the Constitution 
as well as the new debt proposed. The debt 
of the city (excluding that of the county) is 
now in round numbers $12,500,000, and the 
valuation of taxable proverty less than $120,- 
000,000. Until, therefore, che city debt shall 
be reduced by payment, or until the valua- 
tion of taxable property be more than dou- 
bied, the city is debarred from making any 
new loan or additional debt. 

It is now proposed to ask the Legislature 
to submit to the people of Lilinois an amend- 
ment to the State Constitution authorizing 
the City of Chicago alone (or all the other 
cities and towns of the State) to incur debts 
in excess of the 5 per ceut limitation tor pur- 
poses of public improvement. The purposes 
set forth in favor of this scheme are that Chi- 
cago needs an extension of her sewerage and 
water supply, and that $6,000,000 are heeded. 

‘The arguments used to commend this 
measure to the public are (1) that the city 
has no money; () that, its debt being so 
large now, itis prohibited trom borrowing; 
(3) that the improvements are im peratively 
necbssary for the present and future pur- 
poses of the inhabitants; and (4) that justice 
requires that the cost of constructing these 
works ought not to be paid by the present 
generation, but should be remitted to pos- 
terity; that as posterity is to enjoy the bene- 
fits of increased sewers and taste the biess- 
ings of an abundance of pure water, there- 
fore the bills for the cost of these luxuries 
might be forwarded to posterity marked 
C. O. D. These are the arguments which 
are presented by the Mayor and by several 
of the Aldermen, who ought to know better, 
for breaking down the wise provision of the 
Constitution pronibiting the extravagant in- 
debtedness of the munictpalities of this 
Siate, the interest on which fot many years 
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bounty 
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as it due. and also 


to pay —1 5 
rr thereof within twenty years 
me of contracting the same. 
lt will be seen, therefore, that in case any 


loan be made by the city there shall be a 


direct annual tax levied equal to the inter- 
est on the whole debt, and also equal to 5 
pet cent of the principal. It will be seen 
also that no part of this debt can be post 
poned; no portion of the bonds can be re- 
funded or extended; the bonds must be paid 
-—-“ discharged?’ is the word used by the 
Constitution. This does not afford any op- 
purtunity for remanding the city creditors to 
posterity. 

Under these circumstances whatever debts 
may be Incurred by the present generation 
must be paid by those who spend the money. 
‘The Constitution was designed to compel the 
“pay-as-you-go” policy, even when the 
power to borrow exists. The wisdom and 
economy of this rule is shown by the actual 
results in dollars and cents. Admitting the 
necessity for the works proposed, which may 
be strongly questioned, the difference in cost 
annually, as well as in the end, between the 
bo1d-selling and the pay-as-you-go plans is a 
striking one. Assuming that the loan is to 
be $6,000,000, at twenty years, with interest 
at 4 or 4 per cent, we flud that annually 
for twenty years there must be a direct 
tax of $300,000 to pay the principal, 
and annually a direct tax equal to the whole 
amount of interest on the outstanding por- 
tion of the debt. Included in all vity taxes is 
a tax te cover cost of colleetion and of def- 
icits, which long experience has shown to 
require 10 per cent on the sum of the tax 
levied. The first year’s levy of direct tax on 
a loan for $6,000,000 will foot up as follows: 


— kor 2 of debt 
ax for interest at 4% per cent........... 270,000 
Tax of lo per cent for cost of collection,etc. 57,00 


Totai direct tax first year $627,000 

This will be the direct tax to be collect- 
ed the first year of the loan, and continued 
for the whole twenty years (less $13,500 an- 
nually on the interest) until the whole debt 
is paid. The ageregate of the direct tax to 
pay principal, and Interest, and cost of col- 
lection will be 88. 48, 400, or an average an- 
nual tax of $471,422. in other words, for the 
luxury of iasuing bonds the city is to pay by 
direct taxation annually $471,422 for, twenty 
years for the privilege of expending $6,000,- 
000, or a premium of over 50 per cent on the 
sum borrowed. 

Now, if the city wants to expend $6,000,- 
000 on the pay-as-you-go plan, it can levy a 
direct tax of only $300,000 annually for 
twenty years and save $3,420,000 on what it 
will have to pay on the bond plan of raising 
the money; or it can raise $400,000 a year for 
fifteen years, or $500,000 annually for twelve 
years, and in either case save over $3,000,000 
which it will have to pay on the bond plan. 

The attempt to create debts to be paid by 
posterity is peremptorily prohibited by the 
Constitution. By the way, some twenty, 
twenty-five, and thirty years ago there was 
a large city debt tueurred and left to the pos- 
terity of 1°60, 1870, and 1880, but the posterity 
of those days did not pay tho debt; on the 
contrary, they left a large portion of it to be 
pal i in 1882, and we are now postponing it 
for the posterity of 1902. 

Before the City Council go any further in 
the bond business they had better inquire as 
to what that business will cost annually in 
the way of direct taxation.

THE THEATRE CONTROVERSY. 

ne serious and enduring objection to the 
plan of theatrical reform proposed by the 
Rev. Mr. Johnson, which is nothing more 
nor less than the abolition of the theatre, is 
that neither he nor any of his coworkers sug- 
gests any substitute. It would not do to rec- 
ommend the Church to fill the gap. The 
Church, to put the case in a matter-of-fact 
way. is not entertaining enough for people 
seeking amusement. People go to church 
generally as a matter of pious duty; they go 
to the theatre as a matter of pleasure, Mr. 
Johnson may be very entertaining when he 
preaches on the theatre, but he cannotalways 
hope to amuse the public. Evenif sermons 
were much more attractive than they are, 
it would be extremely dimult to sus- 
tain the interest every night in the week, 
as theatres must do or go to the wall. The 
real trouble about ministers like Mr. John- 
son is that they are usually unwilling to 
recognize the element of amusement in life. 
If they were they would aimit that theatre- 
going is more commendabie thay gambling, 
for instance, and dancing is considerably 
less vicious than frequenting saloons. But 
they take a sombre view of mundane exist- 
ence. Prayer, psaim-singing, and the read- 
ing of the Gospel are made not merely 
solemn, but sorrowful, duties. Life is re- 
guarded by most of these good people only 
from the penitential point of view. The 
beautitudes are neglected. Worldly diver- 
sion is regarded as endangering salvation, 
and not at all safe or proper. But the great 
mass of people bave a different idea of life. 
They are not always in a grave 
or lachrymose frame of mind. They 
are not inclined to spend all their time 
in broodiig over a terrible future to which 
they may be predestined. They prefer to be 
amused, and, among other popular diver- 
sions, they xo to the theatre. We are de- 
seri the public as they are, and not as 
pious people would have them. 

As to the condiuon of the modern stage or 
the quality of the modern drama there is 
always room for discussion. This has been 
equally true, however, in allages. It would 
be easy to prove that the stage of the present 
day is freer from impurities and objection- 
able features than the stage of any previous 
age. Mr. Johnson might convince himself 
of this fact by reading almost any recent 
play of merit he could pick up and compar- 
ing it to the gross vulgarities of Mrs, Aphra 
Behn’s stage pleces or the vapid comedies of 
Reynolds, which held the English stage at a 
later period. But the fact is, that Mr. John- 
sou is not prepared to discuss the com- 
parative merits of the theatre as he 
would discuss the comparative merits of 
the Chureh of our time and that of the Ingul- 
sition. Ile is probably entirely ignorant of 
the former couditions of the stage, and he 
has selected from the newspapers such com- 
ments On Current plays of inferior merit as 
suit his purpose. The wore reprehensibie or 
frivolous features of the drama are more 
likely to be criticised in the columns of the 
public journals than the more commendable 
features are to be praised. The newspaper 
critic who goes to the theatre night after 
night as 4 matter of occupation becomes 
blase and bored. He is not in search of 
amusement nor iu a humor to praise, but much 
more inclined to condemn as stupid what the 
audience asa whole finds interesting or as 
vile what the amusemen

been dutled by satiety to as great an extent 
as that of clerical extremists rendered mor- 
bid by prejudice, 

It is not to be denied that there is abun- 
dant room for improvement in the intellect- 
ual and moral character of theatrical per- 
formances. We presume this will always be 
so; it certainly always has been the case in 
the past. But it be doubted whether 
reformers of Mr. Johnson’s Kind would ac- 
cept any improvement. We fear that they 
would not be satisfied with pure plays, but 
would demand abolition of all dramatic 
representation or histriogie art. This life is 
very solemn to such good people. 

It is the mission of thé stage to personify 
and amuse. A great French writer says the 
same is the highest mission ot all art. We 
suspect that a drama might present senti- 
ments as lofty ag any Mr. Johnson ever ut- 
tered in the pulpit, and express them with 
greater delicacy than Mr. Larned and Prof. 
Swing have found in Mr. Johnson’s sermons 
and letters on the theatre, and yet fall to 
satisfy that gentleman if it appealed to the 
emotions, tickled the fancy, or excited the 
risibilities of an audience to a degree that 
would take their thoughts from their worldly 
cares or their latter end. There is manifest- 
ly no hope for Improvement of the stage 
from these who will not go to the theatres, 
and there isso much buman nature in man- 
kind that a large proportion of the com- 
munity will continue to visit the drama in 
spite of our revereod friend’s auathemas. 


THE 1W0 ESTHETES. 

The two most pronounced esthetes of the 
time, Mr. John L. Sullivan, who represents 
the athletic estheticism of Boston, and Mr. 
Oscar Wilde, who represents the flaccid 
estheticism of England, both natives of that 
Emerald Isle whose esthetics usually incline 
more towards the Sullivan than the Wilde 
school, are in the city. Mr. Sullivan dis- 
played the esthetics of his school, which are 
ot a hard, convincing kind, last evening, and 
Mr. Wilde will develop his, which are of a 
soft, lopping, and languishing kind, tomor- 
row evening. The admirers of the Sullivan 
school are much moré numerous than those 
of the Wilde school in this city, especially 
among the countrymen of the two, and of a 
different sex, for while Mr. Sullivan 
calls about him a dlackthorn mult. 
tude of brawny men, Mr. Wilde can only 
count upon damosels with clinging gowns 
who would count It a beatitude to be worthy 
of an antique jug or a soulful symphony of a 

y-seeded sunflower. While the favorit of 
the esthetic ladies came to town from Niag- 
ara Falls in a rather unheralded way, the 
muscular esthete was recelved with a hurrah 
at the depot. The reporter says:

There are few points of contact in the es- 
theticism of the two wen, and their methods 
widely differ, though both men are very in- 
tense. As to superiority, Mr. Sullivan’s es- 
theticism is much utterer than Mr. Wiide’s, 
for, as The Chicken said of Mr. Dombey, It is 
in the resources of sclence for Mr. Sullivan 
to double Mc. Wilde up. Mr. Sullivan is not 
fond of lilies or sunflowers, and he would be 
scoffed at by his followers if he were found 
leaning against a dado in rapt contemplation 
ofa posy. Mr. Sullivan does not write poems 
in which “the lily’ withered chalice falls 
around its rod of dusty gold” and gaudy 
leouine sunflowers hang black and barren on 
their stalks.” Even la their contemplations 
of Nature, the two esthetes widely differ, 
for when Mr. Sullivan, just prior to ais 
very striking reception of Mr. Ryan, 
looked out upon the calm water he expressed 
\ great admiration at its unruffled beauty, 
while Mr. Wilde “ was inclined to the bellef 
that the Atlantic Ocean was a failure” 
when he crossed it because it was so still. 
Mr. Wiide is medieval in his sympathies, 
and cares very little for locomotives, looms, 
cable railroads, factories, and mines, which 
are neither good, true, nor beautiful. Mr. 
Sullivan, on the other hand, das nothing of 
the medieval about his style, and would scorn 
to meet a combatant iu the field clad in 
steel armor, his countenance protected by a 
vizor. Mr. Wilde represents a soulful past. 
when solitary knights rode to the fray pick- 
ing mandolins, but Mr. Sullivan belongs to 
the rude present, and fights in twenty-four 
foot tournaments, unaccompanied by lutes. 

In ove respect, however, there is a resem- 
blance between the Sullivan and Wilde 
schools. The Sullivan school makes every- 
thing ugly with which it comes in contact. 
Like the Delsarte system, it deals with the 
human body, but when a human body has 
been finished and polished off according to 
its theories it is about as ugly and unat- 
tractive an object as can well be conceived. 
It draws about itself an ugly crowd, and 
whenever two of its disciples engage in a 
discussion they always retire from it with 
countenances in comparison with which the 
Gorgon or Medusa are things of beauty. The 
same result follows the adoption of Mr. 
Wilde’s school of esthetics. In every case it 
substitutes the ugly for the beautiful. Its 
canons recognize the ugliest flowers: un- 
gainity peacocks and storks for birds; 
harples, griflins, and dragons for ank 
mals It fills houses with uncouth 
jugs, kettles, and pots, with monotonous 
fans and plaques, and the highest flight of 
its art stows short with wall-paper, covered 
with geometrical impossibilities or hideous 
conventional animals and flowers. It hangs 
sunflowers on trailing vines, and grows cu- 
cumbers on oak trees. It covers our flours 
with hideously figured, faded, colorless rugs. 
It destroys every curve, the line of beauty, 
and substitutes an angle or a straight line. 
It clothes lean, lank women, who should at 
least assume the appearance of roundness, 
in draperies without a fold or curve, di- 
shevels their hair, and suggests uncleanliness. 
It would, if it could, banish the roundness 
of the Venus de Milo and give her the lines 
of a clothes-vole. It would fill every garden 
with colorless conventionalities or monstrosi- 
ties. It would take the tints out of a 
sunrise and substitute its own discordant 
symphonies of color. It would give us 
Japanese perspectives for the true distances, 
and planta sunflower or stick a stork in 
every work of art regardless of their rele- 
vancy. Whatever is hideous, grotesque, bi- 
zarre, unreal, and false it substitutes for the 
beautiful in esthetics, and from every art 
eliminates repose, which is the soul of art. 
Aud to teach this doctrine of ugiiness’a 
young man capable of better things poses 
before a curious, gaping audience, or lolls 
upon a sofa and utters trite commonplaces. 
As between the two schools, it may 
at least be sald for Mr. Sullivan’s 
that it cultivates the muscie and develops a 
high type of physical manhood, however 
much we may be disgusted with the wethods 
of its use. As between the two schools also 
it certainly would be more comfortable that 
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an error of telegraphic transmis- 
re of the bill to extend the 
charters of National banks was not correctly 
trom Washington 
does not provide, as 
stated, that banks which renew their char- 
ters shall be subject to the same regulations 
as to liquidation which prevail as to a bank 
that actually goes into liguidation.” The 
section of the bill which has been thus mis- 
represented simply directs that banking as- 
sociations whose corporate existence shail 
expire, and which do not aval! themselves of 
tne provisions of this act, shall be required 
w comply with the provisions of the statutes 
in the same mander as if the shareholders 
had voted to go into liquidation.“ The fourth 
section of the bill, which is printed eke 
where, provides that any association ex- 
tending the period of its succession shall con- 
tinue to be in all respects the identival asso- 
ciation it was before.“ This is a very dif- 
ferent matter trom @ process of voluntary 
liquidation and the ¢gtarting of a new set 
of books. The fact that the bill does not 
contain the excellent provision referred to in 
Tur Trisune of Wednesday simply goes to 
show it is not as good a bill as we had sup 
posed it was. No argument is needed to 
satisfy intelligent men that the National 
banks ought to have a general settling-day 
at least once in twenty years. Their accounts 
ought to be balauced, their dead assets which 
have been carried opin their statements from 
year to year stricken off, and a new set of 
books on the basis of actual market values 
started in every instance. Without such a 
provision the bill reported by the House 
Committee would lose half its merit. It 
ought to be earnestly antagonized by every 
Western member unless some such amend- 
ment to it can be adopted. No honest bank- 
ing associa.ion can object to having its ac- 
counts exposed to a public view once in 
twenty years, and the people ought to insist 
on the fullest statements from the banks that 
are wost reluctant to wake them. 

The profits likely to accrue to the Govern- 
ment from the redewption of National-bank 
notes have been largely overestimated. In 
his recent tariff speech, Senator Beck, of 
Kentucky, incidentally considered this sub- 
ject, and said: If the destruction of Natton- 
al-bDank notes from all causes during the 
twenty years amounted annually to one 
quarter of 1 per cent on an average issue of 
about 8330,00. 000, that would be $35,000,- 
000, and with a like loss on greenbacks and 
$15,000,000 loss on fractional currency, we 
enn without cost reduce the debt some $85, - 
900,000. If lam approximately correct, the 
outstanding paper circulation is by more 
than $70,000,000 less than it is reported to de. 
The error in Mr. Beck's figures consists in 
his assumption that the loss of National-bank 
nutes of large devowination will be on the 
average nearly equal to the loss on frac- 
tional currency, but it ought to require 
no wise man from Kentucky to know 
that a $20 bill or a 81 bill will de more care- 
fully guarded by the possessor of it thana 
cent shinovlaster. The actual loss of 
National-bank notes for the period of twenty 
years is estimated by the Controller of the 
Currency not to exceed 14g per cent, and pos- 
sibly not to be more than 1 per cent, due 
allowances being made for notes likely to 
come in at a remote period. These estimates 
are based not on any comparisons with the 
losses of fractional curreucy, but on actual 
redemptions of the notes of the National 
banks that have become insolvent or gone 
into voluntary liquidation. The percentage 
of unredeemed notes of banks which falled 
or went into liquidation prior to 1870 
bas been materially reduced in the 
last three years, and these notes 
aro slowly coming in each gear. If 
Mr. Knox’s estimate of I per cent is ap- 
proximately correct, the National Govern- 
ment will gain from the loss of National- 
bank circulation in twenty years not $35,- 
000,000, as Mr. Betk says, but $5,250,000. The 
latter sum is not to be despised, and it ls a 
wise provision of the Crapo act which dis- 
tinctly preserves this advantage to the Gov- 
ernment. But it will not be well fur careful 
statisticians to take these wild figures of Mr. 
Beck without further examination. The 
Controller of the Currency would probably 
prefer to put the total absolute loss of Na- 
tional-bank currency u. 1 per cent instead of 
I per cent, which is bis outside limit. His 
judgment is that the gain from this source, 
in the long run, will not exceed $3,500,000, 
Mr. Beck has simply wultiplied this sum by 
ten. The Nailonal-Bank-Charter bill will 
bear careful watching in its progress through 
the House. The subject seems to be litile 
understood by members in eicher branch of 
Cungress.

THE SOCIAL LIFE OF WASSINGTON. 

The season at Washington up to this time 
has been unusually dull ‘Thesolemn event 
which eclipsed foratime the gayety of na- 
tious has not wholly withdrawn its shadow 
from the portals of the White House. The 
King is dead, but a new Kung does not reign 
in his stead. The Garfield Administranon 
had ah uncommouly strong hold on the af- 
fections of the pedple of Washington. Three 
of its members (the President, the Secretary 
of State, and the Secretary of the Treasury) 
were vid residents. They knew everybody, 
and were known and esteemed not merely 
or chiefly on account of their official’ posi- 


®ions, but by reason of the agreeable social! 


qualities which each was known to possess. 
The Acting President, on the other hand, 
had no acquaintance in Washington. He 
was merely a New York club man of 
good appearance and manners, ele- 
vated by a mysterious dispensation of 
Providence to the Chief Magistracy of a 
great Nation. The paleozoic specimens he 
assembled about him in the persons of 
Messrs. Frelinghuysen, Howe, and Folger 
did not tend to add grace or vivacity co his 
establishment, It is no secret that the near- 
est friends of Mr. Garfield, including many 
ot the oldest and most respected residents of 
Washington, have refused to enter into the 
heartless frivelities of a fashionable season. 
They accept invitations to dinner, and take 
their ten courses in solemn deference to the 
laws in such cases made and provided, but 
they nelcher enjoy nor pretend to enjoy the 
common run of entertainments. One has 


only to go about the pudlic buildings to see 


how generally Garfield was beloved, and how 
far-reaching the effects of his deatn have 
been. In every room and almost over 
every desk portraits of the dead Presi- 
dent may be seen. It would seem 
as if the common people had indeed dipped 
their handkerchiefs in dead Cesar's blood. 
They can never forget that he was one of 
them, promoted from the ranks for honora- 
bie service to the chief command. No ardu- 
ous holding down of chairs or tables in a 
club reading-room or familiar conversation 
with ward politicians qualified him for the 
exalted position which he attained. 

The social event of the season iy Wash 
ton has Leen the sudden development of 
President pro tem. of the Senate, David 
Davis, into a giver of dinners and other good 
things. Though natu 
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ington 
have been if Garfield had lived it is not 
cult to Imagine. It would have been, 
bly, the gayest for many years. The

THE CASE OF SPECIAL-AGENT CURTIS. 

The Curtis affair will serve at least to 
draw particular attention to the law wich 
forbids officers and employés of the Govern- 
went who ars not of the class appointed by 
the President with the consent of the Senate 
to demand or receive frum any other officer 
or employé any money or other property tor 
political purposes. 

The «ceneral observation in regard to this 
law will be that it is absurd; not because of 
what it provides, but because of what it 
omits to provide. If It is against public pol- 
icy to allow subordinate officers of the Gor- 
ernwent to “demand or recelve from other 
Officers or employés money for political pur- 
poses, why is it not equally against public 
policy to allow officers appointed by the 
President with the tonsent of the Senate” 
to demand or receive” from their subordi- 
nates money for political purposes? 

As a matter of fact, the practice in the 
latter case is much more vicious than in the 
former. Practically, while the subordinate 
may receive money for political purposes 
from his brother subordinates, he cannot 
enforce a dem md for money upon them. 
But the superior officer—.he officer appoinsed 


Senate—has the power of removal and may 


enforce his demand for money by threats. 


But as the law stands the superior officer 
may demand and threaten with impunity, 
while the subordinate officer subjects bimself 
to removal from office andthe penalty of a 
fine for even recelving money from his fel- 
low-subordinates for political purpeses. 

The law seems to be indescrivaoly mean; 
for the subordinate may be required by his 
superior Officer to demand and recelve money 
irom his fellow-subordinates for political 
purposes, and may subject himself to the 
displeasure of and consequent removal dy 
his superior for refusing to perform the 
duty. At the same time, if he consents he 
violates the law, whose penalty is reweval 
and a fine. Indeed, the presumption is very 
strong that whenever a subordinate officer of 
the Government demands and secures money 
from ais fellow-subordinates for political 
purposes he does so by positive dlrechon of 
his superior officer, an officer who may make 
the demand without violating any written 
law. Ocherwise the demand would be with- 
out force, and would in nine cases out of ten 
be entirely unheeded. | 

The general proposition that all subordi- 
nate officers of the Government are poor is 
indisputable. As a rule they are only one 
step from beggary—that step is their removal 
from office. When the official ax falls they 
must find another humble place or starve. 
There are excepuons to this rule, but they 
serve only to prove the rule, It is improba- 
bie that one in a hundred of these lmpe 
cunious subordinates would, if left entirely 
free to decide for himself; contribute a 
cent for political purposes; not that they are 
wholly devoid of interest in elections, not 
that they have no political opinions or party 
preferences, but because they are painfully 
conscious of the fact that their pusidon as 
pudite servants—servants is the word—de- 
pyves them utterly of influence in the com- 
munity as citizens. They still have some 
remnants of pride, however, and to contribute 
money to a cause whieh can neither be bin- 
dered nor advanced by their voice is revolt 
ing to what little sense of manhood they have 
left. 

It follows that the money contributed by 
subofdinate officers of the Government for 
political purposes is extorted from them 
either by fear or actual threats of removal. 
Now, fear of removal dy brother suber- 
dinates cannot exist; ana the threats of re 
moval by brother subofiinates would in 
every case be disregarded as idle unless such 
threats were believed to be the echoés of 
orders from superior officers possessing the 
power to execute them. 

Gen. Curtis, then, is to be punished—is to 
suffer the penalty of the law for car-ying out 
the orders of his immediate superior officer, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, or for acting 
as the agent of officers possessing the power 
uf removal over the subordinates from whom 
he demanded and received money for pulit- 
ical purposes. 

No law could be much more odious than 
thison account of its palpably uujust dis- 
crimination. It punishes an officer for doing 
what he could only accomplish through the 
authority of a superior officer, and at the 
same time it declares inferentially that the 
superior officer is not even chargeable with 
a fault! This law, however, as before re 
marked, is bad. not for what it provides, but 
for what it omits to provide. It should not 
be repealed, but amended -amended 80 as to 
include in its provisions all officers of the

WARM WINTER IN ST. PETERSBURG. 

St. Pererasure, Jan. %4.—The extraordinary 
warmth of this winter season in t. Petersburg 
and district is calling serious attention to the 
probable increase of epidemic diseases during 
the next few montis, as the usual cold, dry 
weather of winter is of immense importance 
here in counteracting the unbeaithy situation 
and conditions of the locality. in the census 
which bas just been taken, the growtb and mor- 
tality of the population show the seme remark- 
able peculiarities as they have done for many 
years past. From 1869 to 1881 the population of 
the city bas increased by 192,613, the num- 
ber now being nearly 900,000, but during 
the same period the deaths have been 20,19 
more than the births, so that if the same excess 
of deaths were to continue for another forty- 
four years St. Petersburg would be entirely de- 
populated; while, on the other band, if the 
above proportion of increase of inhabitants, 
presumably from without, were to be main- 
tained until 1801 there would be over 1,024,000 
souls. While there is no wioter to speak of in 
St. Petersburg, the Transcaspian, where the 
winter is usuaily very mild, is this season visited 
by severe cold andsnow. The working of the 
newly-fouud naphtha springs bas been stopped 
by it, and it is feared that the new Transcaspian 
railway will have its direct communicauon with 
the sea cut by the freezing of Michael's Bay. 

GETTING ON WELL WITH THE TURCOMANS.” 

According to the Baku News the Merv Tekkes 
bave already entered into perfectly friendly 
and close commercial reiauons with the hus- 
sians of the Transcaspian. They bring in their 
goods, chiefly carpets, burses, sheep. and cattie, 
and even voluntarily offer their labor on the 
works of tortitcation. All bBostility and at- 
tempts at robbery and pillage, so far as con- 
ceros Kussian subjects, bave quite ceased, but 
according to anuther paper they continue their 
depredations us much as ever on Persian ter- 
ritory. in November 3,000 of them entered and 
plundered the district of Meshed and carried 
buck to Merv 30. sheep, having 
crossed the line of the Russian rullway 
to Askabad and deciared to Rus- 
lat engineers on the road that they had no 
bustile Gesigne on the latter. The present policy 
of we Tekxes of Merv seems to be a strictly 
commercial ove and to consist in stealing cattie, 
etc., frum the Persians, their weak neigobors, 
and in selling u to their stronger friends, the 
Russians, who are supplying their commissariat 
almost entirely from toese Turcoman sources. 
But beyuoud getting u inst into ese doubt- 
ful trausactions we are not allowed to infer the 
reason of the recent movemeaot of Kussian 
troops along the Persian troutier reported from 
Teheran. it way have been to watch the doings 
of the same or another band of Tekke maraud- 
ers. The Nov. Vremya recently stated that a 
subdmiss.ve deputation of Merdians was fitting 
out forthe Russian — enee ate independ- 
ently of ali connection with KRussiapized 
Tama Sirdur and the Turcomansof Geek Tepe. 

RUSSIAN PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS. 
London Times, Jan. . 

We stated yesterday that the Russian Ambas- 
sador, acting under inetructions frum bis Gouv- 
ernment, bud deélined tu transmit w St. Peters- 
burg the memorial of the London Committee of 
Jews ou behaif of their brethren in Russia. For 
this course there are, we presume. good reasons; 
and the memorial cun have only an iodirect et- 
fect, if any, upon the Russian Government. The 
friends of the unfortunate Jews must trust to the 
moral intiuence of the document. That cannot 
be quite null, Though the memorial will not go 
to Kuasia through votficial chanuels, the text will 
be circulated there, and we may trust that it 
will touebd not afew minds with remorse and 
ehame at the evil deeds, the unpunished and 
lamentable acts of burburity, of the last aine 
months. 

Waen every allowance tor alleged ex ra- 
oo bas been made, the tale ot atrocities is long 
and hideous. The Kussian Government must 
feel that it is justly arraigned, and we are re- 
luciant to believe that the refusai to transmit 
the memorial is an il-omen as to the spirit in 
which the appeal to mercy and humanity will be 
received. 

Unfortunately, the Jew in Southern Russia is 
not the only one of his race who bas ut present 
cause for complaint. ‘There only brutal mobs 
murder and rob their Hebrew neighburs and 
sack the Jewish quarters. There only we hear 
open uests to revive ancient restrictions 
upon trade and domicile, or demands that this 

ple be kept again cooped up in their aurrow, 
irty, guetius. All the ignurant favaticiom, 
tbe vague, seif-defined feeling of fear and sus- 
picion us to the Jews, which led to tne 
massacres Of medieval times, and which 
Stained the streets of many of our own 
towus, does not survive except among 
those who have iutely been burving 
and iiaging in Southern Russia: But 
Fadenhuss in due form or another is widespread. 
In sudile shapes it lays bold uf cultivated ciusses. 
It is no small torce ip Germany, and if it does 
not there drive men to acts of violence, it as- 
sumes the form of intolerance, envy, and carp- 
ing. What are the Jews not responsible for ac- 
cording to some of 
THEIR TEUTONIC CRITICs ? 
They are wicked because they own the news- 
papers; hecuuse they are the bankers, and pawn- 
vrokers, aud usurers; or keep saloons and 
restaurants, make lucky coups on tae Bourse, 
buy up the best piaces at the upera, or have the 
Huest houses or the most shuwy equipages; ro- 
fuse to farm, or work at usefui traces, and 
cked because 
they recruit the ranks of Socialism; and, aguin, 
they are wicked because they are most perti- 
nacious in asserting the rights of property. and 
to get ull they can by any means the law does 
not prevent. They are said to be too ardent, 
and pushing puliticians. Yet it is aleo their 
fault that they du not take interest enough in 
public affairs, and that, immersed in private 
pleasures, (bey dwell as strungers in the land. 

The preachers ot the auti-semitic movement 
complain at once that the German Jews go too 
much into usury and barter,and crowd the 
leurned professions. They are alternately ac- 
cused of debasing the nue arts and of driv 
vut real Teutonic talent. lu vane point of view, 
the muvement is ouly a phase of the ever-recur- 
ring revolt of the stupid ugainst the sharp, the 
unsuccessful against the successful, and is not 
wort much atiention. But this repug ance is 
apt in Germany to assume a lofty, confident air. 
It professes to be bused upon a phi'osophical 
foundation, and those who defend it taik about 
their desire to combat “Semitism,” to keep pure 
the race, and to purge the national literature 
from Hebraic elements. Weare gravely told. by 
those who would not like their iavors to be cone 
pured to the activa of an Odessa mob. bustling a 
wretched Jewish peddier, mat Hebraigsm is the 
evil from wh ch the middie ciusses in Germany 
suffer, even as Sucialism is the malady of the 
poor, and that, in fact. as Byron says in bis “Aye 
of Bronze,” it is the business of this peuple 
“to cutfrom nauons’ hearis their pound of 
fiesh."" The history of feeling in regard to the 
Jews in Germany is somewhat melaucholy. The 
Liberalism in that country isin this respect jess 
liberal than it wus. Admitted after 1848 with 
much eutbusiasin into a fulier participadon of 
civil rights, they showed themselves worthy of 
emancipation. and they exbib.ted activity in 
every branch of che vationul life. Their very 
success hus bruugut dowu upon them the envy 
of those wu, though they try to clothe their 
sordid feeling in tine phrases and to talk about 
bigh interests, are much uearer than they think 
to the miserable peasant who beats and 4 — 
the Jewish shopkeeper, saluonkeeper, and 
moneylender who bas been too ciever for him.

trial of C. W. Stickney, formerly bookkeeper for 
C. B. Farwell, of Chicago, for the murder of M.

The prisoner looked very pale and sick, and it 
was anvounced that be bad bad an epileptic ft 
and a rigor in jail the night before. Ou a request 
made by his counsel, Leonard Swett and Tom 
Patterson, be was provided with a oaicely- 
cushioned easy chair into which be sank. and, 
CURLING HIMSELF UP, 

fell into a daze, half unconscious, in which oon- 
dition he remained nearly all day. Many wit- 
nesses from Illinvis were examined for the 
defense. 

The Rev. Blake, of Princeton, III., swore that 
be bad known the prisoner ut Cambridge, Mass., 
in Boston, New Jersey, and Chicago, and con- 
sidered him of unsound mind. 

Miss Emma Kennicott, of the Grove, near 
Chicago, was placed on the stand late in the 
afternoon. She is an old friend. and will testify 
to the fact that the prisoner is of unsound wind. 
She did not finish ber testimony, closing with 
evidence in regard to Stickney’s protesting 
against his wife leaving Chicago for Denver 
with bim. 


W. W. GOVE, 

an old classmate of the prisoner, now a lawyer 
at Salem. Mass., bas come all the way here to put 
in a good word for Stickney. He had roomed 
with the defendant,and had noticed a great 
many peculiarities about him. He was morose 
and moody, agitated at slight things, studious 
and able, yet always discouraged about bis pros- 
pects. 

Stickney’s old teacher, James T. Allen, at the 
Kensselaer Pulytechnic Institute, and pew Prin- 
cipalof a college preparatory school, testified 
to having known Stickney as a boy when be at- 
tended the Rensselaer school,and as a man 
when the witness prepared bim for Harvard 
in 187L. He was then 26 years old. He gave

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IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Abstract of the on of the Tennessee 
supreme Court uring the Act Re- 
adjusting the Debt Unconstitu- 
tional. | 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 11.—The opinion of 

the Supreme Court, delivered this morning, 

declares invalid and unconstitutional the act of 

April, 1881, to compromise the bonded indebted- 

ness of Tennessee at par and 8 per cent interest, 

the coupons receivable for taxes. Two of the 
five Judges composing the court—namely: 

Judges Hwing and Deoderick, dissent from this 

decision. 

Reviewing the suit, Judge Turney, in deliv- 
ering bis opinion, sald: Oue of the Circuit 
Judges of the State bad granted a nat enjoin- 
ing the funding boards. On its bearing, the 
Chancellor, of his own motion, dismissed the 
bill, and complainant taxpayers appealed. The 
argument that the taxpayer is bound by bonor 
and words to pay, under the exisiting law, the 
debt and 6 per cent interest, and therefore can 
sustain no injury from compuision to pay half 
that interest, and therefore ought not to be 
heard to complain, cannot avail with the courts, 
The debtor may ask the intervendonof the 
courts to prevent the enforcement in part 
of the agreement to pay as well as 
the whole. If, when the act is 
a complete or executed contract, 
and is beimg directiy enforced, the 
taxpayer may resist it, there is no good reason 
by be may not strike it at the threshold and 
destroy its balf-grown life. The Legislature ts 
the creation of the Constitution, and cannot rise 
ubove it, and when the law-making power vio- 
lates the Constitution ite act is a nullity, and, 
be a null ty. ia not an authority of the State. 
The Constitudion is the work of the people, and 
can Only be cBanged by the people. The Fund- 
ing act being unconstitutional this suit aguinst 
the officers, brought into being by it, is not a 
suit aguinst the “ officers of the State.” buta 
suit against persons attempting to commit a 
wrong, and may be maintained. The creditors 
of the State have not now a right to demand a 
first mortyage upon the life of the State. its taxes. 
and taxiug power.” In conclusion, Judge 8 
thinks the Funding act unconstitu tional 
void; that the injunction was properly granted, 
and should be 1 The ot ber two Judges 
of the majority held > “ar gma the same 
opinions, but more at leng 

Obief-Justice Deadrick, in the minority 
opinion, beld the Funding act not void, and that 
the courts bave no power to review wr revise 
the action of the Generui Assembly, except such 
action is violative of the Constitucion, and if 
within their constitutional power cannot be 
questioned by court upon allegutions of 
bribery or fraud. He boids the Legislature 
bas the power to pass the Funding act, there 
being no constitudonal inbibition; the act 
is not unconstitutional and void, and the 
Chancellor decree dismissing the injunction 
should be affirmed. ‘his opinion is coacurred 
in by Special Justice Ewing. 

The cision of tbe Supreme Court 
today as tu the unconstituuionality of tne Fund- 
ing act was on the sole ground that the Legis- 
lature could not anke valid a contract making 
coupons receivable for taxes for o.nety-nine 
years. In all other respects the act was regard- 
ed as constitutional, and the majority beid that 
the charges of corruption saguiust the 
lature could not be entertained by (be Judiciary 
Department. There was no question in case 
touching the liability of che Tennessee raiireads 
to a lien in favor of bolders of bonds issued by 
the State in uid of the raiirvads.

Clair, and in oolect unt Material coverug mat 
interest iug per.od of Américan history.“ la 
less thau a yeur after rece:Ving the commissiva 
Mr. Smite bas produced these tw eleguutiy- 
printed volumes of more than d pages euch, 
woich, in addition to We St. Clair papers. em- 
brave che life of St. Clatr. a detailed deseripuon 
of the several Kevoludonary campaigns in 
which be was engaged, and of hi vieven 
yeurs’ administrauen Of the affaira of the 
Northwest Territory. Such an imstance of 
rapid bookwakiug Would be surprising, 
and hard to be cOmMmended, unless we 
assume that the necessary researc and 
tne literary work bad mainly been done 
before the Obio papers Came into the editor e 
bands. Evidently nv pal0s nave deen spured to 
muke the collection of letters written by ang ad- 
dressed to St. Clair as complete as pusssbie. The 
Onio papers were found to be fragmentary, in- 
cul plete, and much defaced. Mr. Smita, were- 
fore, bas ooutributed bis Owe rica coliection, and 
hus procured copies [rom State aud Nadosai 
urcuives, and wherever he could ind them. As

THEATRICAL. 


The Past Week in Chicaco, 

There has been absolutely nothing of note in 
the dramatic line presented to the Chicago pub- 
lic during the past week. Indeed, the only le- 
gitimate dramatic attractions have been the 
tear-producing Hearts of Oak” at Hooley’s 
and the melodramatic Two Nights in Rome 
at the Grand Opera-House. Of the two the frst- 
named has done by far the best business, and 
deserved it. Whea this play was first produced 
and advertised as an original work by Belasco 
the “ critics’ at once discovered that the story 
was taken from an old Engtish drama called 
“ The Mariner's Compass,“ and announced the 
fact with the usual flourish of trumpets that is 
considered necessary and proper on occasions of 
this kind. They also proclaimed, with somewhat 
suspicious unanimity that Hearts of Oak! would 
never be a success; that it “ lacked contempo- 
raneous human interest.“ originality of plot, 
effectiveness of scene, and several other things 
vitally necessary, according to the orthodox 
standard, inorder that a play may live and 
make money for its possessor. But, in spite of 
this loud and unusually prolonged croaking, the 
piece has steadily grown in public favor, until 
now it is one of the best- paying attractions on 
the road: And it is a fact worthy of notice that 
this result has been brought about almost whol- 
ly by the merits of the play itself, the company 
to which its production was intrusted not hbav- 
ing been a remarkably strong one. Mr. Herne, 
by whom the leading part has been played con- 
tinuously since the first performance of the 
drama, is a competent actor, and that is all that 
can be said. But the story of the play is one 
that possesses deep and lasting elements of in- 
terest. It is a story which one likes 
to see portrayed more than once, and one which 
arouses the better feelings in every one’s nature, 
and—especiaily among women—plays which 
make people snivel will always be popular. 
Take the biind girt and the crippie out of The 
Two Orphans,” and that drama would not run a 
week. The people want briny wo, and they are 
bound to have it. 

At Haveriy's Michael Strogoff has done a 
phenomenal business thus far, and will be con- 
tinved this week and next. The little hitches 
and delays incidental to the production of so 
gorgeous and complicated a spectacle that are 
always to be looked for on the opening night 
have entirely disappeared, and everything is now 
moving with the regularity and smoothness of 
clockwork. Mr. Haverty is in the city giving his 
personal attention to the play, and it may 
be sald here that the very mean and 
uncalied for assertions thrown out in New York 
by the Mgplesons concerning the season of their 
opera company in this city were wholly uncalicd 
for. The elder Mapieson is credited with the 
remark that the failure of his opera troupe here 
was due tothe fact that Mr. Haverly paid no 
attention to its interests. The facts are that at 
the time Mapleson and his trohpe were in this 
city Mr. Haverly was confined to his room in the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, New York, suffering from 
iliness bronght on by overwork,and could not 
by any possibility have come to Chicago, no 
matter how greatiy he might huve desired to 
make the journey. The trouble with Mr. Maple- 
son's opera season in Chicago was that he was 
trying to sell people skimmed-milik at the price 
of cream—an operation which will generally re- 
sult in loss to the person attempting it. 

Miss Jeffreys-Lewis has drawn fairly large 
audiences at the Grand Opera-House, and the 
Olympic has been crowaed every night by pat- 
rons of the variety stage. 


To Advance Agents. 

There are doubtiess some occasions on which 
the theatrical advance agent is of real service 
to the organization which employs bim, but 
there are also times when he succeeds most 
effectually in securing the very opposit re- 
sult from that which it is his province to 
produce. In large cities, especially, is this fre- 
quently the case, and the various methods 
which are resorted to by him for the purpose of 
“working up,” as the slang pbrase goes, 
the prospects of a company previous to its ar- 
rival in a town are not Only wholly useless in a 
place like Chicago or New York, but not infre- 
quentiy assume the form and functions of a 
boomerang, reacting with paluful and disastrous 
effect upon the head of their conterprising but 
inexperienced projector. 

* The legitimate duties of an advance agent are 
very plainly defined, and they may be performed 
in a most acceptable manner by any person pos- 
sessed of ordinary horse sense, together with a 
slight admixture of tact. But thisdatter quality 
is something of the existence of which most ad- 
vance agents are apparently not aware, for they 
never by any possibility betray its possession, 
even in quantities of the most infinitesimal char- 
acter. And especially is this noticeable iu their 
mode of procedure around newspaper offices. It 
may be the correct thing in Oshkosh or Keokuk 
ſor au advance agent to make numerous calls 
on the person whose duty it will be to 
witness the performances given by the 
troupe which the agent represents when 
it shall bave arrived, and impress upon that 
individual the fact that the tour of the organ- 
ization has thus far been a series of artistic and 
social triumphs, and to support these assertions 
by extracts from powerful articles which ap- 
peared in the papers of Rochester, N. V.; Red 
Dog Gulch. W. T.; Mobile, Ala., and other wide- 
ly separated localities, but in Chieago the situa- 
tion isan entirely different one, and requires 
different treatment. The average country 
editor is an affable creature, whose ideas as to 
the merit of a traveling theatrical company are 
largely inspired and regulated by the size of the 
advertisement which appearsin his paper. He 
isa willing victim to the seductive wiles of the 
advance agent, whose yellow ulster generally 
harmonizes perfectly with the somewhat Rem- 
brandtish tinge of the editorial sanctum, and 
the corruscations of whose diamond stud both 
dazzie and delight the bucolic wielder of the 
historical pen that is mightier than the 
sword. The situation is dne with which the av 
erage advance agent is perfectly competent to 
cope, and he retires from the field flushed with 
success. But in a large city it is different, espe- 
cially in Chicago, and particularly around Taz 
TRIBUNE Office. This paper desires to say, kindly 
but firmly, that advance agents will not lose 
anything or be less esteemed if they will trans- 
act whatever business they may have with this 
office by means of the United States mail. Ir 
Tue Tuisune desires to hunt up any of them it 
bas constantly on tap pedestrian and mental 
ability of the most pronounced character, and 
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as easily when they

WasarnorTon, D. C., Feb. Actors will never 
progt by their own deariy- purohased experience 
or that of others. Thi y the crop of new 
stars promises to be an only luxuriant next 
season. As you go knocking about the country 
and come in contact with professionals of vari- 
ous ages, sexes, conditions, and capabilities, you 
gre uppalled by the number of people who have 
purchased $5,000 plays, secured “ample back- 
lug. and threaten the public with total paral- 
ysis. Actors who are not worth $14 a gross, and 
by lucky chance have tumbied into 
engagements paying from $40 to $0 a 
week, are blind to their own prosperity, 
puffed up beyond recognition with a sense of 
their own importance,and drunk with confi- 
dence in their own surpassing genius. If one of 
these misguided people is identified with a faii- 


ure he calmly shoulders all responsibility upon 
the star or the play; if the attraction is success- 
ful he is firmly convinced that it is all owing to 
himself, and curses the fate which compels him 
to make money for somebody else. The desire 
to improve one's condition in life is all very nat- 
ural and very commendable, but ill-advised ef- 
forts can only result in making that condition 
worse. Betterasalary of $50in a responsible 
company than the struggies with unsympathetic 
landiords, the vain pleadings with stony-heart- 
ed ticket agents, the midnight flights from 
Sheriffs’ writs, and all the annoyances, bard- 
ships, and heartaches which are the inevitable 
results of unsuccessful Management. Simply as 
an illustration of the preyailing mania for 
launching new ventures upon the stormy sea of 
theatrical speculation, I will mention the well- 
meant aspirations of the members of a single 
company now on the road—Haverly’s “ Strat- 
egists.“ There are, I believe, ten people now 
employed at good salaries in this farcical trifle, 
and of these six have weli-detined plans for 
starring next season. Joe Polk, a former come- 
dian at the Union Square, goes to Australig¢ in 
June to produce “The Banker's Daughter,“ 
“The Strategists,” and “Kosedale.” Frank 
E. Aiken, for many years a popular 
stock actor in Chicago, wil star with 
Genevieve Rogers in “ Partners for Lite.“ 
Harry Beli and his wite (Katie Gilbert) will star 
throughout the South in comedy. Sam E. Ryaa 
will renew former attempts to establish himself 
asasteliar attractionin Irish dramas.

New York, Feb. 8. „There is no building in 
New York that has undergone such vicissitudes 
and such glorious metamorphises as the Old 
Bowery. Its last phase is truly remarkable. It 
used to have four tiers; it used to boast such 
awful perspective that an actor's features were 
not recognizable at the doors when he stood on 
the stage; it was indeed a theatre of magnifi- 
cent distances—cold, bare, and bleak. The Ger- 
mans have taken hold of it; they have built a 
theatre inside the old one; the floor has céme 
up. and the roof gone down; there are 
but three galleries; the stage is compact; 
the boxes are comfortable; the decorations 
are rich; and itis today one of the handsomest 
theatres in New York. The company is one of 
the finest, and the new leading man, Herr Bas- 
german, and the new leading lady. Friulein 
Bhratt, scored instant successes on Thursday 
night when they produced Sardou’s “ Divor- 
gons.” 

The versatility of this author is on exhibition 
just now in this city, where two of his plays—the 
one an intense tragic drama, the other a rollick- 
ing three-act comedy, are being played. 
Odette at the Broadway is so far away from 
the reach of the company that their efforts pull 
the play to pieces. Charles Le Clerq is the only 


melodrama. They would have got on 
much better with “ Divorcons,” though that 
requires a leading lady capable of greater things 
than Miss Rehan. At the Thalia this play was 
superbly mounted; two acts of it transpire in a 
drawing-room thet was a miracle of comfort 
and luxury. Wallack is famous for giving us 
gorgeous apartments, all open at one end, which 
no effort could close at night, or make habitable 
on ruiny days, and into each life some rain 
must fall,” so that umbrellas in the drawing- 
room and arctics by the parior fire are supposed 
to be the only way to live on Wallack's stage. 
Here in Divorgous we had a long, irregular- 
shaped room, with solid walls and ceiling, with 
good, thick doors that swung and banged 
like our bome affairs; real windows 
with shades and curtains that were used as we 
use those articles in real life; gpiendid furni- 
ture, lovely paintings, beautiful bric-a-brac, 
piles of books, etagéres laden with charming and 
costly things; escritoires littered with all sorts 
of writing materials; work-baskets, embroid- 
ered table-covers, lambrequins and chair orna- 
ments—it looked like a room in which people 
had been living all winter. In this dellgutful 
apartment the lovely wife (Kate Shratt) is re- 
ceiving a few female friends and her cousin, a 
lurdy-dardy youth, with whom se is carrying 
on a desperate flirtanon. The husband brings 
in a lawyer friend to whom he has confided 
his suspicions, and when the ladies with- 
draw in company with the lover cousin 
the husband and friend retire to watch the 
further proceedings. The wife raised a Venetian 
blind to a certain altitude, and presently, 
through a garden entrance, there comes the lover 
who has watched and answered the signal. But 
the dyubting husband hes arranged a burgiar 
alarm, so that the opening of this door sets of 
a contiuous ringing (it’s the genuine article) the 
lovers stand frightened and confused; the bus- 
band rushes in and ascene ensues. 

In the second act, however, a marvelous state 
of affairs prevails. The husband has been won 
by the wife to her way of thinking; he realises 
the sttracnon of the cousin; agrees to give them 
a good bit of money. The divorce is about to he 
grunted: be puts bis wife's hand in the lover's, 
and blesses their union, retiring gracefully to 
dress fora dinner party. The wife, now that 
there is nothing wicked in it, sees no delight in 
the lover’s society; they almost quarrei, and the 
lady is left to dress to go dine with the youth 
who was so adorable before the husband gave 
his consent. 

Herr Basserman ise a handsome, well-made 
man, about twice the size of the dandy little 
lover, and when be appears in full evening cos- 
tume the wife is in a fever of jealousy about his 
probable destination. They begin to talk about 
the way in which the lady's love affair was car- 
ried on; she shows him the code of window sig- 
nals by which the husband's outgoings were de- 
noted; she sbows him the billets, and 
they read the lover's notes together with 
shouts of laughter and ridiculous comments. 
Then she again returns to his dinner destination 
and pouts and cajoles him till he exclaims: 

“Why not come and dine with me yourself?” 

„At the restaurant?” 

„ Certainly—ah! but monsieur your cousin.” 

Never mind the little beast.“ 

And so she flies into her things, the bell rings 
violently, the maid announces the lover, with 
laughter and expedition, showing him out by 
the entrance used for her flirtation; the wife 
and husband disappear through the garden gate 
ds the cousin, slightly splasbed with rain, stands 
disconsolate and alone in the deserted apart- 
ment. 

The third act takes place in the Cabinet Par- 
ticular of the café. At the Thaija the come- 
dian, Herr Link, plays the head-waiter; he has 
not thirty lines to speak, and yet he is one of 
the features of the evening. They used to have 
at Delmonico’s just such a waiter, with a sliding 
gait, big feet, low slippers, big bows, white 
stockings, a pair of very thin side whiskers, a 
dress suit, and such a sicky licorice cast of 
countenance as belongs to a napkin-bearer and 
plate-changer. Herr Link was inimitable. He 
slid up and down the polished floor with bis splay 
feet; he balanced a dozen plates on his napkin- 
nung arm; he smiled and simpered ti 
the audience screamed and recalled him 
alter every exit. This act in Paris is 
the big one for Celine Chaumont. one 
of the riskiest and most suggestive actresses 
of the French stage. The dreadful waiter mixes 
a salad at the back which provokes by its excess- 
ive seasoning unusual thirst in the lady dining 
behind a Japanese screen with her husband. 
The wife’s glass is contindally extended for 
more Champagne as the husband explains with 
a pencil the arithmetical provisions he proposes 
to make for her comfort with the lover. Chau- 
mont made this scene simply hair-standing; 
Shratt gets a little jolly and confidential, calis 
ber husband a daring, and to get a better view 
of the figures sits on his knee. Here enters the 
lovely waiter; he throws out his big feet as he 
skates down with a lot of plates to the screen; 
he takes a half look, and tne way he falls back 
and from afar off pokes the plates round the 
corner of the screen onto the edge of the table 
is beyond description. 

During “ais dinner (which is the only reai din- 
ner with courses, and plate changes, and wine 
opening I ever saw on the stage) the lover has 
been coming and going—each time sent by the 
busband to seek their wife at a new restaurant— 
each time coming in more wet and wretched 
than ever, till soaked, with, u dripping umbrella, 
be discovers thé lady bebind the screen to be the 
lady—invokes the aid of the police to rescue his 
property. The lady makes her choice, takes her 
busband, discards her lover, and there is no di- 
vorce in Divorgons.” 

It is to be done at the Park with Selina Dolaro 
and then look out—Celine Chaumont cannot 
begin to be such a suggestive and improper 
young woman.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 


It Has Been Matcrially Reduced With- 
in Six Menthe. 

The Smoke Committee of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation met Friday. There were present Messrs. 
R. T. Crane. Chairman, Daniel H. Hale, and 
Clarence A. Burley. Mr. William F. Whitehouse 
sent over a communication requesting excuse 
for that day, because the notice had only been 
received in the forenoon, and his engagements 
interfered. Mr. Albert S. Gage did not material- 
120. 

The Secretary, Mr. Ambler, related all the ac- 
tion of the Association since the last meeting of 
the committee, which bas been enlarged to its 
present number of five during the last three 
months. The association are in possession of 
the best information with regard to the methods 
of reducing smoke, and it appeared that within 
six months 250 furnaces have been treated, mak- 
ing 400 in all. The volume of smoke in Chicago 
bas been materially reduced. The city authori- 
ties have instituted prosecutions against a 
large nuwber of offenders, and in cases 
have compelled them to respect the law 
7 using means to stop the nuisance. 

hat it can be stopped to such an extent is 
simply a fact. The committee approved the 
Secretary's proceedings, and directed bim to 
continue ip tie same line, in conjunction with 
Dr. Paton, of the Health Department, and re- 
port from time to time. If legal advice became 
necessary, be might apply to Mears. White- 
house or Burley; keeping in view, however, the 
object of the association, which is, to stop the 
smoke, and not to oppress the offenders. A list 
of about fifteen inventions was produced, every 
one of which has been successful in this city in 
many instances, but most of which had exhib- 
ited defects of greater or less degree on other 
trials. Mr. Ambier was directed to furnish to 
all applicants such information as he has on the 
subject, 80 as to enable them to judge what is 
best. So much depends upon the actual circum- 
stances and surroundings of eacbd casé that no 
particular device can be recommended in a gen- 
eral sense. Let the patentees make their own 

A suggestion was thrown out that 
if the engineers were compelled to pay the fine, 
there would be much less smoke; also that a 
lower-priced device is desirable for the smaller 
manufacturers.
